Red Aviation 
Pounding 
Nazi Soldiers

Moscow, April 13 — (/P)— Soviet 


aviation kept up its pounding of 
German supply columns today, but 
along Ihe muddy, slishy front there 
was '.10 major - scale action by 
cither side. 


In the Kuban area in thcCauca- 


sus, the German air force 
was 


more active and here its units ap- 
peared lo be trying, lo smash at 
Russian columns who 
constantly 


arc pushing the Nazis toward the 
sea. 


(The Soviet radio monitor 
in 


London recorded a Mocow radio 
broadcast reporting 
that Russian 


fliers and anti - aircraft batteries 
had shot down 25 German planes 
attempting to raid Krasnodar, a 
rail junction in the western Cauca- 
sus. Five Russian planes were losl, 
il was said.* 


On the Volkhov front, southeast 


of Leningrad, the scries of attacks 
by Ihc Germans has been

stopped by Soviet troops who mau- 
led these sharp thrusts with strc- 
nth.

Omaha Airport 
Feared Ruined 
by Floodwaters 


Omaha, April 13 
(IP) —Armj 


engineers today abandoned hope o 
saving Omaha's $4,000,000 airpor 
and Carter Lake, la., from com 
plelc inundation by Missouri rive 
flood waters as the angry stream 
poured through two broken dikes 
into the 10 - mile square stricken 
area on the northeastern outskirts 
of Omaha. 


The river reached its crest at. 2 


a. m. at 22.40 feet, remaining 
al 


that level until 7 a. m. It 
then 


started receding slowly at Ihe rale 
of aboul one - tenth of a foot 
an 


hour. 


From four to six feet of water 


expected to cover the airport with- 
in the next 48 hours. Two 
thirds 


of the field stood in several feet of 
water this morning, said Airport 
Manager William R. Milner. 


From two directions through wid-

ONDAY, JULY 27-1 was resting in my stateroom 
yesterday afternoon when Dr. John Garrison, a 


Navy medical officer, rushed in puffing with excitement.

just how much thirteen billion dol- 
lars is. Figures like 
that 
don't 


mean much to the average citi- 
zen. However, being just back from 
a 35.000 - mile tour of the war 
theaters, I do know that our troops 
in Tunisia are being rushed to vic- 
tory on the backs of your 
War 


Bonds and mine. 


With even more satisfaction one 


can record that scores of thous- 
ands of Allied soldiers' live are be- 
ing vaed as this bloody 
battle 


wrils up the coast toward North- 
ern Tunisia where the final Axis 
stand seems likely to b made. Only 
a few weeks ago I visitd the Liby- 


• an battlefields where not so 
far 


back the Allied suffered defeat and 
heavy casualties, not because they 
didn't fight courageously, but be- 
cause they lacked equipment. 


We are winning now because we 


have the equipment as well 
as 


the men. On of the things that im- 
pressed me most on my tour, as 
I have recorded in this 
column 


before, was the great striking pow- 
er the Allied are piling up in the 
European and middle Eastern thea- 
ters. I saw mountainous stores of 
equipment which are just now- be- 
ginning to make themselves felt in 
a big way. And that 
equipment 


comes out of our War Bonds. 


Marshal Rommel is racing north, 


his defenses in Southern and Cen- 
tral Tunisia shattered by the com- 
bined assault of British, F r e n c h 
and American force. One of 
the 


most important 
elements in the 


. Allied success has been air superi- 
ority. 


Warplanes helped destroy Rom- 


mel's defenses at the outset in the 
Mareth Line. Bombers have blast- 
his bases 
and 
communication 


on both land and sea. 
Clouds of 


light bombers and fighters at this 
moment are pursuing his routed 
petroso and exacting a terrible toll 
in casualties. 


Well now an average fighter 


plane costs something like §165,000. 
A'light bomber is more, and so 
ol until you pay $350,000,000 for the 
Flying Fortress which is doing such 
magnificent work not only in the 
Meditarranean zone but over West- 
ern Europe. 


Bombs are being spewed 
into 


Rommel's ranks from tthe air. 
Every 100 - pounder costs over $31, 
and from there the prices range 
up to $872 for the big 4,000 - pound 
devil. The rnachineguns with which 
the fighters are strafing 
the un- 


happy. Axis 
troops 
cost 51,500 


each, and the ammunition runs into 
big money when you figure the ex- 
penditure for a day's work.
